There are now forty- 
five branches in Alberta. One of the 


game licenses, etc., amounted to

It provided for a levy of 2 mills on 
the equalized assessment on land 
values throughout Alberta, the pro- 
ceeds of the tax to form part of the 
general revenue fund of the Prov- 
ince, the levy being made for the 
first time in 1919. Athough the reas-

In fact’ generally higher than they 
have ever been, and the burden of 
taxation in some portions of the Pro- 
vince is becoming a real problem and 
the taxpayers are demanding relief. 


| The repeal of this tax will immedi- 


ately lighten the load. Requests have 
repeatedly been made to t?e Govern- 
‘ment to share a portion of auto tax, 
gasolene tax, amusement tax and 
other forms of taxation with the 
Municipalities to help them out in 
their financial distress. Relieve them 
of the Supplementary Revenue Tax 
as asked for in the resolution and 
doubtless there will be no more re- 
quests of ‘this kind. : 


To illustrate what it would mean 
in the way of decreased taxation, I 
will merely point out’ that the We- 
taskiwin constituency’ would benefit

time. It could therefore, be * called 
purely and: ‘Simply a war measure. 
However, ike many other forms of 
taxation, ‘once imposed it is difficult 
to persuade existing governments to 
abolish them, and like many individ- 
uals, it is easy come, easy go, and 
with plentiful and buoyant revenues 
the tendency is towards extrava- 
gance, increased expenditures, or the 
inauguration of new services which, 
is most difficult to 
control or do away with, and unless 
new sources of revenue are found, 
the tax remains. 

The opportunity to abolish this tax 
presented itself in 1925 when our 
Provincial revenues were greatly 


sum of $14,322.80: This‘ just gives an 
idea of the extent that relief: from 
‘taxation. would ‘be obtained ‘by ‘re- 
pealing this Act. 

Now just a word as to the wide- 
spread and general demand for its 
repeal. 

The Association of Municipal Dis- 
tricts have asked for it, as also have 
the Union of Alberta Municipalities.

Pi “Terrible | Mess 
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Edmonton, March 5.—Affairs of co- 
operative credit societies in the pro- 
vince were in a “terrible mess” and 
their position demanded immediate 
appointment of an independent ap- 
praiser and valuator to investigate | 
every loan of this nature guaranteed 
by the government, W. R. Howson, 
Liberal, Edmonton, declared in a 
two-hour attack on this activity in 
the legislature Wednesday afternoon. 

Quoting from the report submit- 
ted by ‘the provincial auditor, Mr. 
Howson pointed out that the gov- 
ernment had guaranteed loans of 
$1,760,390.29, that $204,651.92 of this 
sum was considered “bad debts,” 
and that $638,445.81 was tied up and 
slow. Many of these societies, he 
asserted, had not kept records of 
their transactions, had no account 
of their cash on hand, had taken 
no inventories, and when they sold 
shares had not transmitted the 
money to the provincial treasurer. 

It was unnecessary for the audi- 
tor to say, he contended, in the light 
of these lapses from good business 
principles, that ‘“incompetency on 
the part of boards and secretaries 
has existed in some cases.” In fact, 
he thought, this was putting the 
case very mildly. ; 

Worse than “irregularities” exist- 
ed, he suggested, and in his opinion 
Officers of some societies “have paid 
themselves good and well for the rot- 
ten job they did—and paid out of 
public funds contributed by taxpay- 
ers of the province.” : 

What did banks care whether in- 
dividual borrowers or the societies 
were sound, he asked, since they 
knew the loans were guaranteed by 
the province. The summary of bor- 
rowings, he continued, showed that 
a larger sum had been advanced to 
pay of previous bank indebtedness 
than to purchase livestock, and in 
the Innisfree Society, one of several 
in the constituency of the provin- 
cial treasurer, more had been ad- 
vanced to buy automobiles than live- 
stock. - 

The province, he predicted, stands 
to lose between $500,000 and $1,000,- 
000 from this ill-starred venture, and 
members. of this legislature, he felt, 
had no other course but to insist on 
an appraisal when there was every 
indication of the province being 
“stuck” for this sum. 

Quoting further from the auditor's 
report he showed that members in 
some cases had borrowed through the 
society in order to pay their membet- 
ship fees in that society, that no lim- 
it was set as to the amount which 
individual members might borrow; 
that the audit had been opposed in a 
number of instances by the secretar- 
jes; that loans had been made on un- 
sikned applications, and that in other 


cases no applications at all could be 
found. 

In some societies, according to the 
report, loans to members had shown 
la steady increase until they had 
reached ja point where repayment 
| was considered impossible, even un- 
| der normal conditions. 
| A considerable amount of _ infor- 
‘mation, said the report, had been 
obtained through the courtesy of 
‘the banks, and the Edmonton mem- 
\‘ber thought this should not have 
| been necessary if the affairs of the 
| societies had been properly super- 
vised and records kept. 

His, contention that some _ secre- 
‘taries had done a “rotten job” 
| brought A. G. Andrews, Govt., of 
Sedgewick, to his feet in protest 
against the use of an unparliamen- 
tary expression, but Mr. Howson 
was upheld by the speaker on the 
ground that the term was used in 
an impersonal sense and was. not 
applied to a member of the house. 

It was not beyond the bounds of 
possibility, he thought, that some of 
the officers in question had been 
able to take a trip to California, or 
even possibly to Sedgewick. 


The provincial treasurer, he main- 
tained, in whose riding many of the 
societies were in operation, should 
have been aware of their condition, 
and at least should have exercised 
closer check over the supervisor re- 
sponsible for the loans. 


The Liberal member took occa- 
sion to remind the house that he 
expected the premier to reply to his 
attack in behalf of the provincial 
treasurer, as he had so many times 
come to the defence of the  treas- 
urer, the attorney-general and other 
ministers. 

Taking up cudgels in defence of 
the government’s action, A. G. An- 
drews, Sedgewick, replying to Mr. 
Howson, contended that the co-op- 
erative credit scheme had been of 
great benefit to men on the land. 
The average loan, he mentioned, 
was only $1,040 for each of the 1,667 
farmers involved, and given one 
good crop with good prices he pre- 
dicted that -75 per cent of the in- 
indebtedness would be repaid. 

The condition of outstanding 
loans and security held for them, 
he thought, would compare favor- 
ably with those of the banks at the 
present time. The province was still 
bearing liabilities totalling some 
$20,000,000, he reminded the house, 
as a result of financial ventures of 
the former Liberal government, 
among which he listed seed grain 
and relief loans, $4,500,000; railways, 
$19,000,000; the cow bill, $747,000, 
|

RUSSIAN WITH PRICE 
UPON HIS HEAD 
IS EDMONTON CITIZEN 


Six years ago Paul Tkachuk was 
hiding in woods and thickets to 
escape death at the hands of the 
Soviet government, lurking like a 
hunted animal from the immediate 
fate which would follow his dis- 
covery, and with a large reward upon 
his head. 

Today he is assistant manager of 
the’ Ukranian book store, 10345 101 
st. ‘The reward, according to rumors 
which have reached him through 
hig friends, is still being offered. 
Should he return to Russia he 
would be killed out of hand. 


His story, which has just come to 
light with the announcement of an 
anti-Soviet propaganda  organiza- 
tion, tells something of the present 
conditions in Russia. 

“I wish that those in Canada who 
are now being swayed by Soviet 
propaganda,” Mr. Tkachuk declared 
“could live there and see conditions 
as they really are. I realize that 
the present economic conditions are 
likely to form a fertile background 
for the spread of this doctrine, and 
would like to tell of my experiences 
in Russia. 

“The rouble in Canada at pres 
ent is that there are paid agitators 
working to spread Red doctrine. 
They go to the poorer and unedu- 
cated immigrants and tell them that 
they are being exploited. That they 
have nothing, while the large com- 


panies have millions. That under 
a communistic program the  mil- 
lions could be spread among. the 


people. 

“If these people and even the agi- 
tators were sent to Russia for six 
months, they would return as_ the 
best citizens in the country.” 

Mr. Tkachuk, a young man 27 
years of age, then continued his 
story of his experiences with the 


' Soviet. 


“In 1921, when the first Russian 
invasions of the Ukraine were  tak- 
ing place, I served as a sergeant in 
a scouting patrol of the Ukranian 
cavalry and for eight months saw 
active service against the Russian 
invaders, The Ukraine forces were 
defeated and I _ had perforce to 
join a Russian division. 

“I was then ‘commissariat captain’ 
of the second Red division of the 
Soviet army. 

“Many of.us were working sec- 
retly to. start a revolution against 
the government. We were gather- 
ing funds for anti-Soviet ‘propa- 
ganda, and secretly preparing a 
course of rebellion. That was in the 
winter of 1923-24. Somehow, I don’t 
know just in what -manner, word 
of our activities reached the ears 
of; Soviet, Secret Service. workers. 
They arrested. two men, ‘and after 


learning from them' the names of 


many of our organization, put them 
to death. 

“In Zitomar, where I was sta- 
tioned, they captured 85 Ukranians 
in one day. Three of them were 
women, two being medical students 


and one a school teacher. In 48 


hours they killed t hem all — the 
whole 85. 

“Before they killed them they 
learned that the money to supply 


then with propaganda was eoming 


from the second Red division. I 
heard of the executions and took to 
the woods. For three months I 


concealed myself in the woods. 
“Only 48 hours after I left the 
headquarters, the information that 
I was responsible for the propa- 
ganda reached Zitomar, and a_ re- 
ward was published for my _ cap- 
ture.”

shrug the long period of hiding 
in fear of death at any moment. 

“Well, I had to do it if I - wished 
to escape,” he said. 

“T paid an agent about $450 to 
secure me passports. He ‘bribed 
officials with from $10 to $15 each, 
obtaining all the number of certi- 
ficates and affidavits which pur- 
ported to show that I was a young 
Russian farmer by name of Tkach, 
merely touring the country, with 
other passports which would en- 
able me to reach Cuba. 

“As Paul Tkachuk I had studied 
gugar-engineering at the institute 
at Nicolaev, but as Tkach I pre- 
tended to be barely able to sign 
my own name. I managed to. es- 
cape to Germany, from Germany 
to Holland, shipping to Cuba by 
way of Belgium and Spain.” 

“I was 19 or 20 months in Cuba, 
and then came to Canada.” 

“Would you have had any such 


opportunities in Russia such as 
you have had in Canada?” he was 
asked. 


“Absolutely not!” was the answer. 
“In Russia I should only have my 
pound of bread a day. If I went 
back there now I should be killed. 


Some Ukranian friends of mine 
have told me that even here in 
Canada, the Soviet has posted a 


reward for my death. But I am not 
afraid here. I only wish that I could 
manage to get my family to Can- 
ada. 

‘In October, 1929, they arrested 
my father and mother, sending 
them to Siberia, where they work 
hard cutting timber. My mother 
wrote me that they just get three 
quarters of a pound of bread a 
day and a little soup. 

My youngest brother has stird:+d 
and is an officer in the Soviet army. 
He is trying to escape. I wrote 
him a letter once, some years ago. 
I said nothing in it about who 1 
was or what I had done, but he 
wrote my mother telling her. that 
she should tell me immediately not 
to write to him again. He said that 
anyone receiving letters from any 
country outside Russia was  im- 
mediately under suspicion. It would 
prevent him from ever rising higher 
in the army, as well as putting him 
under close scrutiny. 

“Mother wrote me last year, en- 
closing, his letter. It shows how they 
make them write each other there. 
He was not able to start his letter 
‘Dear Mother’ or anything like 
that. It began ‘To my Communist 
friend,’ and was signed the same 
way. 


were arrested, my second brother 
was living with them. They sus- 
pected the danger and told him t) 
go, lest he be arrested too. I think 
he went to, Kiel; I don’t .ka ww 
where he is nor do my parents. I 
think that he knew enough about 
how to change his name and so 
forth to manage to escape.” 

Mr. Tkachuk then gave a list of 
wages and prices which should 
astonish those who believe that 
there is any hardship in the 
called economic depression in 
ada at present. 


“People here say times are hard,” 
he continued. “They have not even 
a notion of what hard times are. My 
brother-in-law is paid 65 ‘carbovant- 
ziv’ a month. The ‘carbovantziv’ is 
worth about 50 cents in Canadian cur- 
rency, That makes his wages about 
$32.50 a month. 

“With that $32.50 he’ must 
and you can understand what hard- 
ships he must undergo when you 
realize what prices are. One ‘pud’ or 
40 pounds of flour costs about 
$7.50. A pound of butter costs $3.50. 
In some places butter costs $4 and 
$5 a pound. A pound of sugar 
costs $2.75 to $3. A bottle of milk 
is worth 70c. A pound of soap costs 
$2. A pound of pork fat costs $4. 
Meat is forbidden. No one is allow- 
ed to sell or buy it. It you do buy 
it unofficially it costs a tremend- 
ous sum. An ¢cgg costs 17% cents. 
A ‘puc’ or 40 pounds of wood . costs 
75 cents. There is no coal. 


“Where my brother 


Can- 


live, 


lives used to 


be in the heart of the coal-produc- 
ing district, but they have stopped 
mining it. Three or four factories 


and mills have shut down for lack 
of coal. Last year the Russian gov- 
ernment dumped coal on the Cana- 
dian market at low prices," leaving 
no. coal for even these in. formerly 
coal-producing towns.’ 

“Shoes there cost $72 to $75. 
They are rough work shoes at that, 
not the kind of shoes you see here. 
A suit that you could buy for $15 
here costs $125 or more in Russia. 
That is at the market. 

“My brother-in-law, being a Soviet

Alcohol as 
Motor Fuel 


(Dept. of Extension, 
Alberta) 


Attention has been called to the 
possibility of substituting alcohol in 
whole or in part for gasoline in the 
operation of tractor and automobile 
engines. Alcohol-gasoline mixtures 
up to 20% of alcohol can be used ef- 
ficiently in the ordinary gasoline en- 
gine without any engine or carbur- 
etor adjustments. Such mixtures 
give an anti-knock fuel which does 
not deposit carbon in the cylinders, 
fires quickly, and can be used at 
high compression. If a high percent- 
age of alcohol be used carburetor ad- 
justments might be desirable. 


Since the heat of combustion of 
alcohol is only 10,800 British Thermal 
Units per pound while that of gaso- 
line: ig about 19,000 B.T.U. per pound 
and one gallon of alcohol weighs 
about the same as one and one tenth 
gallons of gasoline, the efficiency \f 
a gallon of alcohol 11 producing pow- 
er ina gasoline engine is only about 
half that of a gallon of gasoline. To 
compete with gasoline the cost ‘nf a 
gallon of alcohol would have to be 
about half the cost of a gallon of 
gasoline. 


Alcohol is produced in America al- 
most entirely from sugar cane and 
beet-root. molasses, a by-product of 
the sugar industry. This industry has 
a surplus of molasses in storage at 
the present time so that this raw 
material is Jikely to be on the market 
during the present year at a low 
price, possibly not more than 5 to 6 
cents a gallon. Three gallons of 
molasses make one gallon of alcohol 
at a cost of production of not more 
than 10c per gallon. This makes the 
total cost of a gallon of alcohol pre- 
pared from molasses about 25 to 28 
cents.

Grain alcohol or alcohol produced 
fom molasses can hardly compete 
with gasoline at its present price, for 
it must be remembered that it takes 
two gallons of alcohol to give the 
fuel value of one gallon of gasoline. 
Certain Buropean countries, e.g,, 
Italy, France and Germany, require 
a small percentage of alcohol to be 
used with gasoline, thus providing a 
market for an otherwise’ surplug 
commodity, the production of indus- 
trial alcohol having exceeded the nor- 
mal demand. 
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¢ UNDOING FEARS j 
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(By Wilfred Wees, Camrose Normal 
School) 


Children learn to be afraid. They 
learn to be afraid of fire, they learn 
to be afraid of ghosts, solitiude, or 
failng in examinations. 


Children are born to be afraid only 
of loud sounds, sudden changes, and 
loss if support. Every other fear they 
may have, they ‘learn. Fears are 
learned because something of which 
the child is not afraid happens at the 
same time as something of which he 
is afraid. Thus an. infant learns to 
fear a rabbit because at the moment 
he sees the rabbit he hears a loud 
sound. He learns to’ be afraid of 
water because the water above his 
thighs causes him loss of support. He 
learns to fear a dog because the dog 
barks, or bites him. 

Parents canndl fee their children 
from learning: fes¥s‘ It is right that 
children should go about by them- 
selves or they could not learn inde- 
pendence. But as soon as they leave 
their parents they come into an un- 
controllable environment, an envir- 
onment in which the parent cannot 
keep tab on everything that happens 
to the child. A parent may have been 
so careful about the training ef the 
child that the child has grown to six 
years of age and every night has 
gone to bed in the dark with the door 
closed. Then one-night, unexpected-

The cost of production is about 1214 
cents per gallon. With wheat at 50c! 
per bushel the cost of alcohol would 
be about 374¢c per gallon; with 30c 
barley the cst would be 25%c per gal- 
lon. 

Grain however, is unlike molasses 
in that it is not a by-product of an- 
other industry, but is raised primar- 
ily as a food. The production of al- 
cohol from molasses is more econ- 
omical than producing it from grain 
in that it is disposing of a by-product. 

Alcohol produced from grain en- 
tails the loss of about half the raw 
material. during the process of ferm- 
entation. The solid residue remain- 
ing has some value as a stock feed. 

Alcohol may also be prepared from 
potatoes. This is feasible where 
potatoes can be raised plentifully and 
cheaply as is the case in some Buro- 
pean countries. Potatoes, however, 
‘have a primary value as a food pro- 
duct just as have the grains. 

Synthetic alcohol made from lime, 
coal and" water, was produced last 
year on a commercial scale in Eng- 
land at a cost of 30c per gallon. The 
raw materials for this process fluc- 
tuate but little from year to year, and 
there is little doubt but that his 
process will eventually supplant all 
others unless the recently announced 
method of the National Research

What, now, shall the parent 
do? : 

Constuctive Training 

He should “unteach” the fear cf 
the dark in exactly the same way as 
that in which the fear itself was 
taught. The dark came to be feared 
because it was associated with some- 
thing fearful. In the same manner 
the dark must be learned to be dis- 
regarded or even enjoyed by associa- 
tion with something pleasant. It is| 
not enough to scoff at the fear of the 
dark. Scoffing may have results if it 
takes the form of paying no atten- 
tion; but the chances are too unas- 
sured to be worth while. The dark of 
the bed-room must be the place for 
the sood-night story, the good-night 
kiss and caress. It may be worth 
while, even, that the child should dnd 
on going to bed, a present tucked be- 
neath the pillow or under the bed- 
clothes. Things “to go to bed with” 
do no harm, and if they can make the 
thought of the dark pleasant they are 
valuable—a doll for the little girl, a 
toy for the little boy, a book for both, 
so that when the youngsters waken 
in the morning, they may have some- 
thing “to look at the pictures in.” 

In this way a mother taught her 
child to enjoy the wind rather than to 
be agraid of it. At an early age the 
child had been told that fairies rode 
upon the high wind; and _ fairies 
were fearful. The fear was removed 
only gradually over a period of two 
years by the telling and repeating of 
by the collecting of 
fairy stories, and by the playing of 
fairy games in the nursery. Fairies 
became elves instead of goblins. 

Parents cannot always be. success- 
ful in keeping their children from 
learning fears; but the thoughtful, un- 
derstandiug parent can do a_ great 
deal to undermine the fears which 
have unfortunately been acquired.

ply, taking it for. granted that the! 
brood sows have been selected some- 
what from the standpoint of good 
milking ability. Sows not liberally 
fed when they are nursing litters, lose 
heavily in body weight and their pigs 
do not attain the size they should 
have at weaning time. The amount 
to feed will depend on the size and 
condition of the sow, and the number 
of living pigs in the litter. Sows 
suckling large litters require more 
feed than those suckling small ones. 

At the Dominion Experimental 
Station, Lacombe, the first feed for 
the sow after farrowing consists of 
@ warm ‘slop composed of bran and 
water. During the first three or 
four days great care is taken not to 
overfeed both as to quality and quan- 
tity. The ration is increased gradual- 
ly with the idea of stimulating the 
milk flow of the sow as rapidly as 
the litter is strong enough to take 
it. Usually the sow is on full feed at 
the end of ten days. 

The meal ration fed the sows dur- 
ing the suckling period consists main- 
ly of home-grown grains and is made 
up of oat chop 200 pounds, barley 
chop 100 pounds, and bran 50 pounds.

limited quantity of sweet skim-milk.

A constipated condition in 
the sow invariably causes heavy los- 
ses in the young pigs, and those that 
survive tend toward being stunted 
and thick as they develop. The addi- 
tion of bran to the nation is not so 
essential if ‘the *sow and litter have 
access to good pasture.

he scene of the landing of 
General Wolfe, under the tower- 
ing crags crowned by the Plains of 
Abraham and the City of Quebec, 
is about to become the setting for 
yet another important event in the 
istory of Canada. On September 
18, 1759, the British forces dis- 
embarked at what is now known as 
Wolfe’s Cove, to. capture Quebec, 
On June 2, 1931, ‘Passengers from 
the new 42, 500-ton anadian Pacific 
liner “Empress of.-Britain”’, on her 
maiden voyage from Southampton, 
will land with- 
in a few yards 
of the same 
spot and he 
taken by train, 
through a ane 
nel slightly 
over a mile 
long, under the 
historic battle- 
field on which 
the English 
hero lost his 
life, direct to 
the Canadian 
Pacific’s main line to Montreal.

Excerpts from Newspaper Law, 
printed for the benefit of any reader 
who may have mistaken ideas regard- 
Ing same: 

1. A postmaster is required to give 
notice by letter (returning the paper 
does not answer the laws) if the sub- 
scriber does not take the paper out of 


the post office nad state the reason 


for its not being taken. Any neglect 
to de so makes the postmaster re- 
sponsible to the publisher for pay- 
ment. 

&. If any person orders his paper 
discontinued he must pay all arrears 
or the publisher may continue to send 
ft until payment is made and collect 
the whole amount whether, the paper 
is taken from the office or not. There 
can be no legal discontinuance until 
payment is made. 


3. Any person who takes a paper 
from the -post office, whether directed | 
to his name or another, or whether 
he subscribes or not, is aeepousible for 
payment. 


4. If a subscriber orders his paper 
stopped at a certain. time and the pub- | 
lisher continues to send it, the sub- | 
scriber is bound to. . pay for it if he! 
takes jt out of the post office, This 
follows the principle that a man must, 
pay for what he uses. !

$4,330,148 ESTIMATES 
ARE PASSED 


Estimates totalling $4,330,148 were 
passed by the legislature on Tuesday, 
being the appropriations asked for 
the carrying on until the close of the 
next fiscal year of the attorney gen- 
eral’s and education departments. 

Of this amount $2,626,925 is on the 
education department income account 
and $170,000 capital account, while 
$1,516,223 is for attorney general's in- 
come account and $17,000 on the 
same department’s capital. 

In the attorney general’s  estim- 
ates the larger amounts. include 
$495,972 for the Alberta Provincial 
police, $220,000 for grants under the 
Mother's Allowance act, $85,869.98 
for the opeartion of supreme and dis- 
trict courts, and $79,905 for the car- 
rying on of the magisterial system. 

Among the larger items in the edu- 
cation department estimates , are 
$588,388 fon the University of Al- 
berta, $1,330,765 in school grants, 
$42,892 for the Calgary Normal 
school, $27,350 for the ‘Camrose Nor- 
mal school, and $39,770 for the Ed- 


monton Normal school and $80,000 
for the Institute of Technology at 
Calgary. 


A suggestion from Hugh J. Mont- 
gomery, Liberal, Wetaskiwin, that the 
Camrose Normal school be clo; ul, 
failed to meet with any enthusiasm 
and quickly fell by the wayside.

POLICING OF PROVINCE 
IS UNDER DEBATE 
EER ‘af 


The government is: prepared to en- 


. 


ter into negotiations with any Alberta] _ 


municipality. with a view to providing 
police service, along the same lines 
as the negotiations now under way 
with Edmonton, according to a statg- 
ment made in the legislature on 
Tuesday by, Hon. J. ¥. Lymburn, it- 
torney-general, in reply tu a question 
by Hugh J. Montgomery, Liberal, 
Wetaskiwin. 


But the Attorney-General qualified 
his remarks by stating that future 
negotiations would depend to some 
extent upon the result of discussion 
with Edmonton. 


C. Lionel Gibbs, Labor, Edmonton 
also a member of the city council ask- 
ed if the government would carry 
out administration of the city. He 
then referred to the fact that if he 
city council was not capable of con- 
ducting its own police force, that 
some consideration might be given 
to handing over the whole adminis- 
tration to the government. 


‘If such a request is made,” re- 
plied the Attorney-General, “it will 
receive the same courteous consid- 
eration as the first question. But I 
wish to state that negotiations were 
opened at the request of the city, a 
request being made to us to state 
on what basis we would undertake 
to police the city. We have made 
our statement in that respect.” 

D. M. Duggan, Conservative lead- 
er, then asked Hon. Mr. Lymburn for 
his opinion on the advisability of 
having a single police force for the 
province, to which the attorney-gen- 
eral replied that his personal view 
was that policing of the province 
could be more effectively carried out 
if the whole province was under one 
central force, but that the whole 
question was raised by the city, not 
the government. :

of good butcher cows are selling at 
$3:25 to--$3.50, odd choice ones bring- 
ing up to. $3.75 but very few of this 
kind arriving, common. to medium 
$2.50 to $3.00. Canners and cutters 
$1.50 to $2.00; bulls’ $2.25 to $2.76. 

Trading on stockers and feeders is 
none too keen; prices are holding 
barely steady. Stocker steers and 
heifers selling generally at $3.75 to 
$4.25, cows at $3.00 to $3.50. 

There is no material change notice- 
able on the calf market. Good to 
choice light vealers selling generally 
at $8.00 to $9.00, common to mediums 
$5.00 to $7.00. 

Hog market is stronger; today 
what few hogs were on offer sold at 
$6.75 for bacons fed and watered, 
with selects bringing a 50c premium 
and butchers being discounteq at 
50c. Cuts on the offgrades remain 
unchanged and as follows: Heavies 
$1.00, extra heavies $1.50, No. 1 sows 
$1.50, No. 2 sows $2.00, roughs $3.00, 
stags $2.00 to $3.00 and cripples 
$2.00. 

There are insufficient sale sheep 
and lambs on offer to really make or 
establish a market; trading is inclin- 
ed to be on the dull order, but, prices 
are holding fairly steady. The general 
run of lambs bringing $5.50 to $6.50, 
yearlings $4.50 to $5.25 and ewes 
$3.00 to $4.00.

dual taxation should no longer be al- 
lowed in Alberta. 

At the U.F.A. Convention recently, 
a resolution was passed asking for 
economy and reduced taxation, and 
almost every speaker during this ses- 
sion has asked for a lightening of. the 
tax burden, and what better or fair- 
er measure of tax relief can be given 
the taxpayers of this Province than 
by the repeal of the Supplementary 
Revenue Tax therefore.

UNPAID BALANCE ON '28 WHEAT 
CROP BY POOL 1 1-8c BUSHEL 


Saskatoon, March 9. — The unpaid 
surplus on the 1928 crop handled by 
the Canadian wheat pools was 1 1-8 
cents. per bushel, states A. J. Wesson 
executive member of the pool’s cén- 
tral selling agency. Payments made 
by the pool on 1928-crop No. 1 North- 
ern wheat totalled $1.18 1-2. 

Speaking to the convention of Unit- 
ed Farmers of Canada ‘ (Saskatche- 
wan section) Mr. Wesson explained 
that. the. unpaid surplus from 1928 
was tied up in bank guarantees. In 


1928 and 1929 crops together. He ad- 
mifted that the pool had ‘been mis- 
taken in failing to take advantage of 
the high prices on the Winnipeg ex- 
cnange .in the fall of 1929, but others, 
he pointed out, had. also made  mis- 
taxes. 

He mentioned that- the pool had 
recommended to the incoming board 
that none of the $22,000,000 deficit on 
over-payments should be borne by 
growers not responsible for the loss.

TO PHOTOGRAPH STOMACH 


A distinguished surgeon at St. 
Mary’s Hospital, Paddington, des- 
cribes a miniature camera with 
which photographs of the interior of 
the human stomach can be taken by 
flashlight, ‘ 

The invention is the outcome of 
several years of work by two young 
Austrian scientists. Its uses have 
been demonstrated in America, Aus- 
tria and Germany by Baron de 
Veitschberger, who financed the ex- 
periments. 

The apparatus consists of a long 
semi-flexible tube, at the end of 
which is the camera itself, a slender 
cylinder of unbreakable glass and 
metal plating, a little less than 2 in, 
in length and approximately 5-8 in. 
in diameter. ‘Within the tube are 
two thin wires, one carrying electric

The whole operation takes not 
more than 20 seconds, the exposure 
itself lasting 1-120th of a second. 

“I swallowed the instrument with- 
out much difficulty,’ said the surgeon 
at St. Mary’s hospital. “With some 
patients a little assistance might be 
necessary, but as a matter of fact 
we are so accustomed to introducing 
tubes into the human interior now- 
adays that the application of this re- 
markable new instrument is compar- 
atively simple. 

“The light is a very powerful one. 
When the flash takes place, if you are 
in the dark, the whole body is illumin- 


ated, and you can distinctly see the 
bones for the tiniest fraction of a sec- 
ond. There'does not appear to be the 
slightest danger to the patient, such 
as undoubtedly exists in the tube- 
and-light methods of present-day -gas- 
troscopy, upon which this instrument 
is unquestionably a great advance. 
“The camera is a tremendous tech- 
nical achievement, and seems likely 
to solve all the most important dif- 
ficulties hitherto standing in the way 
of accurate diagnosis of gastric ail- 
ments. The tiny films, when they 
are taken out of the apparatus, are 
developed and magnified a hundred 
times, and then pieced together to 
form what is in effect a complete ster- 
oscopic map of the stomach surface. 
“That represents a marked improve- 
ment on X-ray photography, which

The cost per week of a family bud- 
get of twenty-nine staple foods, 


| culated from the average retail prices 


in sixty-nine cities, was in December 
at the lowest level since 1916, with 
the exception of the spring of 1924. 
The:feature of the movement was 
that, commencing in January at the 
highest piont reached since 1921, the 
decline continued throughout the 
year, there being no seasonal advance 
in the autumn.

VALUE OF LIFE INSURANCE 


Ottawa, Canada. ‘— The. aggregate 
value of life insurance in Canada, 
according to’ the latest available 
compilation, ‘which is for the year 
1929, was $6,160,000,000, or about 
$628.49 per capita of the population 
of the Dominion. The value of such 
insurance has more than doubled in 
Canada since 1920. An_ interesting 
‘fact about life insurance in Canada 
is that no one has ever lost a cent as 
a result of the failure of a Canadian 
life insurance company, which is due 
principally to the rigid supervision 
applied by the Canadian Government 
Department of Insurance over the 
companies’ investments in the inter- 
ests of policy holders. 

The increase of life insurance in 
Canada during the single year 1929 
was greater than the total amount 
In force in the Dominion even as 
recently as 1903.
